“For reasons of strategy,” the 8. W. O. ©. t said, “no 
strike has as yet been‘ called at the Southern plants of Republic Steel, 
where 2,800 are employed. Sentiment among the men there, however, 
is excellent.”

The delegates are taking in hand the job 
of reporting on the convention in a new way. 
For example, in the city of Chicago reports 
are being given not only to league branches 
and Party units but also to church organiza- 
tions and other groups. The delegates of the 
city of Chicago have formed a Pace Setters 
Club that will act as a group in carrying out 
the reconstruction of the league and in re- 
cruiting. This group will issue a bulletin to 
make known the experiences in carrying out 
the changes in the character of the league.

EDUCATION AND SERVICE 


Our convention proposed that our league 
shall become an organization of a new type, 
that it shall be ar organization for education 
and service, that it shall strive to provide for 
the young people all the activities in which 
they are interested.

It is one which cannot be carried out 
without a thorough and complete understand- 
ing of these tasks on the part of the entire 
league.

And Injured Innocence 


© Deceit is meeting its master in the Mid- 
West steel mills. 

Eighty. thousand workers give the lie to 
the Republic Stee] Company and its Liberty 
League allies. Those oily gentlemen who 
head the diehard steel corporations have 
talked unctuously about collective bargain- 
ing” that has never existed behind the ma- 
chine-gun-protected walls of their plants. 

Pressed im the iron vise of the 80,000 
strikers, these Open Shoppers now assume 
an air of injured innocence. Through their 


they suddenly ask: “Why a Strike?” 

With a pronounced pout, the Open Shop- 
pers’ Journal adds: The S. W. O. C., for some 
reason of its own, seems to prefer à strike.“ 

Castistry could scarcely reach a lower 


level. The g. W. O. C. “prefers” no strikes, and 


has shown that quite definitely in its settle- 
ments with the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration and other large steel companies, More 
than 125 steel concerns have signed contracts 
with that committee—the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them without a strike. 

The Wall Street Journal editors know 
well why there is a strike today in the Re- 
public, Inland and Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube. These companies refuse to sign a 
union contract, providing that the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization shall have the 
right to bargain for its membership. 

Instead, they turn to discrimination 
against union men. They make their plants 
veritable arsenals, They plan murder, as 
Philip Murray has openly charged—and has 
given definite proof of his charges. They 
send their thugs beyond their own steel 
plants—into Aliquippa, during the Jones and 
Laughlin election, for example—to spread 
terror among the steel workers. 

That is the “why” of the present big 
steel strike.
